Speeches 
were made by Roger A. Pryor, John 
Kelly and others which were received 
with a good deal of enthusiasm. The 
object of the meeting of the committee 
was to see what they can count on. 
They report that they are strong 
enough to defeat Tilden.

This meeting has been responded to 
by work on the part of Tilden that 
will count in the convention. The 
delegations of Mississippi and Wis­ 
consin held meetings and agreed to 
cast the vote of each delegation solid 
for Tilden.

Drowned at Sea. 


A San Diego exchange of the 23d 
has the following: 
A melancholy accident occurred on 
the trip dowu the coast of tbe barken- 
tine Freniuut, which arrived iu this 
port from Puget Sound the other day 
with a cargo of lumber for Gilbert & 
Brother. Captain Crawford furnishes 
the following particulars: On the 10th 
of June, at 
about seven o’clock 
in the evening, when about 60 miles 
off Cape Mendocino, ami going at the 
rate of about six knots an hour, the 
mate, J. M. Butler, fell from the after 
house, striking the rail and falling 
thence into the sea. Captain Craw­ 
ford and the man at the wheel saw 
him fall overboard, and the Captain 
ordered the vessel hove to, und ran for 
the boat. The man at the wheel thew 
overboard a hatch, which struck with­ 
in twenty feet of the mate, who was 
an expert swimmer, but he he was 
seen only about two minutes. The 
boat was quickly lowered and mann­ 
ed, and diligent search was made for 
the unfortunate man, but nothing 
was seen of him. It being broad day­ 
light, and no trace of the mate to be 
seen, the boat picked up tbe hatch and 
orders were reluctantly given to re­ 
turn to the vessel. A dense fog setting 
in, the Fremont was put on her course 
arriving at 8au Diego on the evening 
of the 19th instant. 
Mr. Butler was 
about 30 years of age, and came from 
Memphis, Tennessee, to this country. 
He was a good man, an excellent sea­ 
man, and res] e .ted by all who knew 
him. It is a” pposed that he was seri­ 
ously injured iu striking the rail of 
the vessel, so that he was unable to 
swim and sank immediately.

sorrow was felt on board for hiB loss 
and the passage down was a gloomy 
one. 


Color Cure for Insanity. 


The theory that colors have an in­ 
fluence upon diseases of the brain is 
being practically tested in Italy, and 
with results that are stated to be as 
encouraging as they are extraordinary. 
In a recent communication to theMe- 
dio-Physiological Society of Paris, Dr. 
Ponza describes the practice pursued 
in an asylum for the insane at Alles- 
sandra, Italy, where the trial of the 
color-cure has been highly successful. 
The following instances were cited as 
illustrations of the treatment and its 
effects: “A taciturn aud melancholy 
lunitic who rarely ate of his own ac­ 
cord, was made to lie down iu a room 
with red glass windows and the walls 
painted red. In three hours he was 
lively and gay and asked for food. An­ 
other patient was accustomed to pass 
the day with his hands contracted ov­ 
er his mouth, to keep out poisoned 
air. He lay down for a time in the 
same red room. The following day 
he ate heartily, and from that time 
forth was cured. A violent maniac 
for whom asfrait-jacket was necessa- 
rp, was kept in a room with blue glass 
and walls; in an hour he was much 
calmer. Another man was cured by 
being kept in a violet room. Dr. Pon­ 
za cansiders that the treatment might 
be applied in various cases of nerve- 
diseases, such as chorea, hysteria, ep­ 
ilepsy, etc.; and he thinks the violet 
color adapted to give the best results. 
It is known to have a marked influ­ 
ence on animals and plants; the for­ 
mer fatten rapidly in violet light; and 
plants, under a cover of violet glass, 
grow with an unwonted vigor. Fol­ 
lowing P. Seechts’ advice Dr. Ponza 
constructs his colored chambers with 
an Eastern or Southern exposure.” 
These reports seem incredible, yet 
there is probably a foundation for 
them in the soothing influence on the 
brain and nervous system of subdued 
colors and softened lights.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Six miners were killed on Monday by a 
Colliery explosion at Blrley Pit,Sheffield. 
Rumors are once more rite of an Investiga­ 
tion into the affairs ot the San Francisco 
Mint. 
The House Committee on Banking and 
Currency have rescinded their former action 
and agreed to concur in the Senate amend­ 
ment In the silver bill in regard to making 
the trade dollar a legal tender, and directed 
Payne to report the bill to the House. 
The San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
have passed an order forbidding the dis­ 
charge of flre-crackers within the city limits 
during the coming holidays. 
Sargent, at the Instance of a telegram from 
General Coey has obtained a promise 
from the Navy Department that the monitor 
Comanche shall be prepared to take part 
in the San Francisco Fourth of July celebra­ 
tion. 


They are to have a sham battle on 
the San Francisco bay on the third of 
July. A fleet of war vessels are to 
battle with the fortifications around 
the bay and ou Alcatraz Island. The 
batteries of Alcatraz, Black Point and 
Fort Point are to be brought into play 
and a fire ship will be destroyed. Ar­ 
rangements are made for presenting 
a grand spectacle. 
The average rate of discount on 
sliver in San Francisco is seven per 
cent., while greenbacks cost the pur­ 
chaser ninety cents, leaviug but three 
cents difference between greenbacks 
and siver. If the silver bill becomes 
a law, as it most likely will, silver 
will decline to an equal value with 
currency. The effect of this will be 
to drain the country of its gold. On 
the subject the Call remarks: ‘‘Under 
these circumstances, it might be a 
wise policy to adopt some general 
action in regulating the value of sil­ 
ver coin before all our gold is drained 
from our market. Under the present 
system there is more danger of the 
hard money States being brought to a 
greenback basis than there is hope 
that the greenback States will be re­ 
stored to a gold basis.” 


The law compelling an exhibit of a 
sworn statement from all banks is one 
of the acts of the last Legislature for 
which the people have cause to feel 
thankful. If such a law had been in 
force one year ago, this community 
would have been at least one million 
dollars better off. 
Under such a law 
the books of our collapsed bank could 
not have remained unposted for three 
years, and its unreliability would 
have become known to depositors in 
season to have enabled them to save 
their money. 
We are pleased to 
know that our local banking institu­ 
tions are all solvent, and the state­ 
ment they are required to make dur­ 
ing July will only more firmly estab­ 
lish the confidence of the people in 
their solvency and reliability. We 
hope that all other banks of this 
State will be enabled to make as sat­ 
isfactory a showing as those of Los 
Angeles. 


A l r e a d y interest in the Centennial 
Exposition is beginning to flag. Cal­ 
ifornia never was deeply imbued with 
the sentiment. 
Either her means 
were not in proportion to her patriot­ 
ism or her patriotism was not in pro­ 
portion to that of other States. At 
any rate she does not present an ap­ 
pearance at Philadelphia at all credit­ 
able to a State that possesses so much 
of the rich, rare and beautiful. But 
aside from our own case the Centen­ 
nial is not proving the success that 
the people of Philadelphia anticipated, 
and if all accounts are true they have 
only themselves to blame for the fail­ 
ure. The city in which the nation 
was born should have been content 
with the honor of celebrating its hun­ 
dredth anniversary. But the village 
of broadbrims and steady habits sought 
to gather to herself both the honor and 
the profit. Extravagant charges and 
•mall swindles have so disgusted vis­ 
itors that thousands have resolved to 
make their visit short, while thou­ 
sands, knowing how things were, have 
resolved not to visit at all. For the 
honor of the nation, if not for the gain 
of Philadelphia, we regret that the ex­ 
hibition is not the success it should 
have been. 
. 


S a n B e rn a rd in o a n d R a ilro a d s . 


Railroad on a guarantee that the 
road would be extended from this 
city to a junction with the Utah 
Southern, thereby giving this part of 
the State a continuous rail through to 
the East, but no direct subsidy could 
be voted to the road. If such a road 
is built it must of necessity pass 
through Cajon Pass, which will, after 
all, leave San Bernardino on a branch. 
Under this aspect of affairs it appears 
that the cheapest, quickest and most 
rapid means by which the people of 
San Bernardino can secure direct rail­ 
road communication is to build a road 
from their town to Colton, on the 
Southern Pacific. The distance is but 
four miles, and the entire cost of 
building and equipiug the road will 
not exceed seventy-five thousand dol­ 
lars. 
By doing this they may have 
their road in a few weeks, and for two 
hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars less than they are askéd to do- 
uate to secure a branch connecting 
them with the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence road. 


N o t h i n g N e w . 
A Philadelphia minister has been 
charged with plagiarism, and after 
admitting the correctness of the charge 
he was reprimanded and conjured not 
to do so again. If this minister obeys 
instructions, be will never preach 
more. If there is a calling in this 
world in w hich nothing new or origi­ 
nal can be advanced, it is orthodox 
sermonizing. Every verse and per­ 
haps every word of the Bible has been 
the subject of a thousand sermons. 
These have been thought out and 
preached by as many different preach­ 
ers. These ministers have ranged in 
intellect and education from the 
lowest mental standard to the pol­ 
ished and cultivated genius. 
Can 
anything new be advanced on the sub­ 
ject without departing from the 
straight aud narrow path marked out 
by creed? It is as impossible to 
preach an original orthodox sermon 
as it is to preach an original sermon 
that will be accepted as orthodox. A 
minister w’ho is sufficiently fortunate 
to secure fair pecuniary calls writes in 
his life time about one barrel of ser­ 
mons. The time elapsing between the 
flrst and the last sermon of the barrel 
is so great that the first may be pre­ 
sented as original the Sunday follow­ 
ing the delivery of the last. But 
seriously, there is not the slightest 
chance for originality in the orthodox 
sermon of the nineteenth century. If 
the minister is an original thinker he 
will be regarded as a free thinker, and 
will soon find himself without an 
orthodox pulpit. No one Í9 more fully 
alive to this fact than the intelligent 
ministers of the day, and they pro­ 
claim it by selecting social topics and 
local questions as themes for their 
Sunday discourses. By this means 
they are enabled to advance original 
ideas and deliver orthodox lectures, 
and yet avoid extraordinary strains on 
the orthodox jacket in which they 
are Incased. 


The town of San Bernardino is but 
four miles from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and her people are now 
moving to secure closer connection 
with the Iron rail. Their present pur 
pose appears to be to form a junction 
with the Santa Monica railroad, 
which they are promised shall be ex­ 
tended to their town in consideration 
of a subsidy of three hundred thou- 
sad dollars. 
It also appears that the 
exteuslon is to be made contingent 
on a further subsidy of four hundred 
thousand dollars from the people of 
Los Angeles county. These consider­ 
ations are so difficult to comply with 
‘ that it is more than probable their 
satisfactory arrangement will be post­ 
poned to an indefinite period. The 
people as a whole are uncompromis­ 
ingly opposed to voting further subsi­ 
dy to railroads. In this city and

Employment of Boys. 


J. F. Whyte received yesterday 
from James G. Patterson, agent of the 
Sacramento Valley Railroad, at Rout- 
ier’s station, the following note rela­ 
tive to the boys sent out in the coun­ 
try recently to work in orchards: 
"This morning I interviewed Mr. 
Rouiter and Mr. Studeros, and they 
both said most emphatically that the 
boys could beat the Chinamen easily; 
that if they had kmown that they 
could have got the boys they would 
not have hired a single Chinaman; as 
it was, they had hired some. Next 
year they will not have any. At pres­ 
ent they have all the help they need, 
so do not send any more; but you can 
tell other fruit men that Messrs. Rou- 
tier and Studeros both say that the 
average of boys will beat Chinamen 
at either picking or packing; If their 
evidence will do any good you have 
it. I sincerely hope that the woolen 
mills an'd like manufactories will give 
the boys a chance, aud let their work 
speak for itself.” Mr. Whyte informs 
us that during the past two days 35 
boys have applied to him to secure 
them work, they being aged from 12 
to 18 years, like the25 sent to Routler 
and Studeros. They have registered 
their names and residencies, so that 
parties in want of their service can 
get them immediately.—Sacramento 
Union June 23d. 


Col jack Hudson yesterday com­ 
pleted the papers by which he leases 
the Round House Gardens for a term 
of five years. Workmen will be en­ 
gaged to-day in making important al­ 
terations and improvements, and iu a 
short time tne Colonel expects to have 
everything arranged in metropolitan 
style.

The ship Dexter, with the first crop 
of new wheat, cleared for England to­ 
day and sails to-morrow. 
A petition asking Congress to pass a 
law making greenbacks a legal tender 
for customs is being circulated in the 
city, aud receives many signatures. 
About 10 o’clock this morning some 
four or five boys, ranging from 19 to 
16 years of age, went bathing in a 
poud of water on 28th street at the 
crossing of the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road, among whom was Edward 
Hartshorn, a boy of 16, whose father 
keeps a saloon at No. 13 Third street. 
The poud in places is a deep one, situ­ 
ated near a brick yard, and after dis­ 
porting in the water awhile, younc 
Hartshorn’s attention was attracted 
to the youngest of his companions 
who had gone beyond his depth and 
was struggling in the water. The lad 
promptly went to the assistance of his 
drowning companion, but as soon as 
he reached him the drowning boy fas­ 
tened upon him with a vice-like grip, 
and prevented him from rendering 
any assistance whatever. How it oc­ 
curred nobody knows, but the boy to 
whose assistance Hartshorn weut 
managed to reach the shore exhaust­ 
ed, while his rescuer was drowned. 
An alarm was raised, and the body, 
yet warm, was recovered by men 
working in the brick yard.

The founders of the Gov­ 
ernment, at its birth aud iu its feeble­ 
ness, invoked the blessings of Divine 
Providence, and thirteen colonies and 
three millions of people haveexnanded 
into a nation of strength and numbers, 
commandiug a positiou for which 
prayers were then offered. It seems 
fitting that on the occurrence of the 
hundredth anniversary of our exist­ 
ence as a natiou.grateful acknowledg­ 
ment should be made to Almighty 
God for the protection vouchsafed to 
our beloved country. I therefore in­ 
vite the good people of the United 
States, on the approaching fourth day 
of July, in addition to the usual ob­ 
servances with Which they are accus­ 
tomed to greet the return of this day, 
iu such manner and at such time as 
iu their respective localities and relig­ 
ious associations may be convenient, 
to mark its recurrence by some 
public religious and devout thanks­ 
giving to Almighty God for the bless­ 
ings which have been bestowed upon 
us us a nation during the century of 
our existence, and humbly to invoke 
the continuance of his favor and pro­ 
tection.

Gen. Manson of Indiana ottered a 
resolution that tbe District of Colum­ 
bia be allowed representatives in the 
Convention. 
Mr. I)e8ho of Kentucky moved to 
amend the report of the Committee 
by adding the District of Columbia. 
Mr.Finch,of Iowa, excitedly claimed 
that he had made the same motion in 
substance, aud had not been recog­ 
nized by the Chair. 
Tne Chair explained that he had 
not caught the idea «>f the gentleman 
from Iowa, hut had from the gentle­ 
man from Kentucky. 
Mr. Finch said that on that the 
Chair had made a great mistake aud 
appealed from the motion. The Chair 
was sustuined by a largv majority. 
Mr. Clytnerof Pemisj iv an ia, moved 
to further amend by allowing all Ter­ 
ritorial delegates to seats on tlie floor 
without the right to vote. His motion 
demanded the previous question, 
which was sustained, and tlie report 
as amended was adopted by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
Tbe Committee on Permanent Or­ 
ganization reported Gen. John A. Mc- 
Clernand, President of the Conven­ 
tion, and F. A. Prince for Secretary, 
with Vice Presidents and Secretary 
from each State. 
Ou motion the Chair appointed 
Messrs. Voorhees of indiana, Fitzhugh 
Lee of Virginia, and Wm. Dorslieimer 
of New York, to escort Gen. McCler- 
nand to tbe Chair. 
Gen. McGlernand was greeted with 
applause, and spoke in substance as 
follows: Thanking the convention for 
the unexpected honor of being called 
to preside over its deliberations, Gen. 
McCleruand said the object of the con­ 
vention was to rescue the country 
from the despotism of Republicau 
rule, to overthrow the military usur­ 
pation of the present dynasty. The 
party iu power had, by the corrupt and 
reckless rule of its finances, involved 
the country in a business distress that 
if not corrected would lead the people 
to beggary*. The Republican party 
had also inaugurated a system of cor­ 
ruption in which all, from tbe highest 
to the lowest, had been involved. To 
the Democratic party is due the duty of 
exposing the thieves of the party in 
power who had robbed the masses for 
the benefit of the few by means of an 
oppressive protective tariff. It had 
violated all of its pledges. It had 
promised specie payments, but had 
not fulfilled its promise. It had 
promised civil service reform, and had 
failed again. 
The mission of the 
Democratic party was to reform all 
these, and the watchword of the com­ 
ing campaign should be reform.

McGlernand contiuued at some length 
in the same strain.

Upon the apex of the central arch will 
be placed a representation of the God­ 
dess of Liberty,aud each flanking arch 
to right and left w ill bear the Am er­ 
ican

after 
the

proved design. 
A ll of the figures will 
be life size. 
Ranged up and down 
the inner colum ns will be a series of 
shields, each bearing the nam e of one 
of the original thirteen colonies, w hile 
the outer columns display in like 
manner the present States of the U n­ 
ion. 
The whole design is good, and if 
executed in like good taste and work­ 
m anship w ill form a very pretty fig­ 
ure for the procession to rally around. 
The contractors have a reputation to 
m ake in this particular branch, and 
our citizens may rest assured that 
they w ill do their level best. 
Besides 
the triumphal arch, Messrs. Lehm an 
& Co. have engaged to construct four 
chariots for the procession, raise aud 
decorate a stand for the exercises at 
Round House Garden, and stretch 
ten lines across the streets in various 
places with flags and decorations. The 
chariots are to contain respectively 
representations of the thirteen origi­ 
nal colonies; the present States of the 
Uuian; George and M artha W ashing­ 
ton, and the fourth has not yet been 
determ ined upon.

dressed in white, with gold crowns 
bearing the nam es of the several 
States aud colonies. 
The decorators 
desire a volunteer force of seventy- 
five girls to assist them in this part of 
the display.

structing a superb gilded car for the 
French Society, aud they announce 
them selves ready to contract for any 
other decorations that may

quired by societies or individuals.
